o what are you wearing to Pride this year? The parade and many of the 
Ss will likely be wearing corporate logos and sponsorships ... and 
good for them. Given the decline in volunteerism in the LGBT communi- 
ty, organizers have little choice but to seek sponsorships to make these events 
happen. 

There will, of course, be the annual grumblings against corporate celebra- 
tions from crusty leftists who will point to parades in larger centres like Toron- 
to, with their obscenely commercial floats sponsored by banks and breweries. 

The tension between gay hopes for elaborate, spectacle-filled Pride festivities 
and the yearning for more grassroots, “guthentic” Pride celebrations points to 
larger problems in the cultural and political direction of queer communities. 

The same tension vibrates in a couple other anxieties that pop up In LGBT 
circles this time of year. The first will be sparked by the annual drag-queen 
and leatherman pictures published in either or both of the local daily newspa- 
pers. Their very presence gets the Abercrombie and Fitch crowd muttering 
about “some people” making the “rest of us” look freaky. It's the same rhetoric 
that sustains the gay-marriage movement and their desperate attempts to be 
just as normal as any middle-class straight couple. 

The frequent bedmate of the drag-queen/leatherman debate is the “naked- 
sexuality vs family spaces” dispute. This one has concerned grown-ups aghast 
about freedom-loving breasts and assless chaps prematurely exposing young 
parade-goers to the realities of human bodies. 

These debates point to the fact that the LGBT community isn’t sure what to 
do with ourselves now that we've achieved the holy trinity of marriage, adop- 
tion and military service. There's no clear consensus on who “we” are and 
whether some of us—the gender outlaws, those who question monogamy, and 
the politicos who wonder if “gay” isn’t just another version of “white, and mid- 
dle-class'"—haven’t been abandoned in the pursuit for legal equality. 

The challenge for today’s sex radicals is to figure out how to re-politicize 
sexuality; to remind the world that gender is fluid, conformity is a prison and 
that sex is political. Our challenge is to resurrect the queer threat to normalcy. 

So while you wave a Pride flag, try to fly your freak flag too. Wear some- 
thing a little scandalous, or wear nothing at all. Above all, wear your radical 
sexuality like a badge of honour. v

ormer provincial New Democ- 
Fe leader Dr Raj Pannu is 
leaving politics. 

The 73-year-old retired university 
professor and longtime MLA for the 
riding of Edmonton-Strathcona 
announced Wednesday that he will 
not seek re-election in the next 
provincial election. 

“| won’t run again, no,” Pannu 
confirmed in a phone interview with 
Vue on the eve of his announce- 
ment. “I will be 74 by next January, 
and elected office is a 24 hour a day 
job, and I’ve loved every minute of it, 
but I need to slow down, so I think 
it’s a good time. 

“It will be at least 10 years [since 
first being elected in 1997] by the 
time the next election rolls around, 
and I’m getting deep into my golden 
years, so I think it’s time to step 
aside,” he continues, stressing that 
he is not “quitting” politics but is 
merely indicating that he intends not 
to run again. 

“| will serve out my term,” Pannu 
insists. “I have no intention of just 
throwing my hands up in the air and 
leaving.”

DR PANNU WAS BORN in the Punjab 
area of India in 1934, where he 
completed a Bachelors of Education 
degree before immigrating to Cana- 
da in 1962. Upon his arrival, Pannu 
and his wife Swinder settled in 
Whitecourt, AB, where he taught 
high school. He moved to Edmon- 
ton in 1964 to pursue graduate 
studies at the University of Alberta, 
where he received a doctorate in 
Sociology in 1973 and was a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Educational 
Policy Studies and Sociology until 
his retirement in 1996. 

After retiring from academia, 
Pannu was first elected to the Alber- 
ta Legislature in March of 1997, and 
took over leadership of the New 
Democratic Party of Alberta in Feb- 
ruary of 2000 following the depar- 
ture of former leader Pam Barrett. 
He led the party during the 2001 
provincial election in which he was 
re-elected using the tongue-in-cheek 
slogan “Raj Against the Machine” to 
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articulate his position in relation to 
what he then called the “Tory jugger- 
naut” that nearly swept the province. 

Citing his advancing age, Pannu 
stepped down as leader of the NDP 
in early 2004, although he stayed on 
as the party's deputy leader and 
helped the New Democrats double 
their number of legislature seats in 
the 2004 provincial election. 

According to Pannu, Wednesday's 
announcement is just another step 
in his gradual exit from public life. 

“{ stepped down as leader earlier, 
so this is just a continuation of the 
winding down of my political 
career,” he explains. “My hope is 
that it will be someone with some 
fresh ideas and some youthful ener- 
gy that takes my place.” 

While the next provincial elec- 
tion is likely still a couple of years 
away, interested parties are quietly 
campaigning for nomination in 
Pannu’s riding. 

So far, the unofficial front-runner in 
the race to replace Dr Pannu is Rachel 
Notley, daughter of former Alberta 
NDP leader Grant Notley, who was 
killed in a plane crash in 1984 after 
leading the party for over 16 years. ¥

sischoff, along with companions Kelly Rein- 
dt and Bridget Haworth, have spent the last 
n touring Canada coast to coast, 
resenting their research on the issue as well 
exploring the problems with and personal 
stories about antidepressants through listening 
to public testimonials and conducting inter- 
views on the issue. 


APPROXIMATELY 40 to 50 million people world- 
wide use antidepressants. In Canada alone, 
there was a whopping 80 per cent increase of 
antidepressant prescriptions from 1999 to 
2004, and now that pharmacists are able to 
prescribe drugs in Alberta, that number may 
rise even more. 

Dr David Healy, in his book Let Them Eat 
Prozac, estimates that as many as one in four 
people taking antidepressants will experience 
adverse effects, including major health prob- 
lems and even suicide. 

Recent studies have shown that individuals 
are twice as likely to attempt suicide while on 
an antidepressant compared to a placebo. 

If information like this gets out, it could

THE THREE BELIEVE that alternative treat- 


ments—which would mean fewer people pop- 
ping pills—are being suppressed. 

Bischoff says that exercise, a proper diet 
high in essential fatty acids, vitamin B and cog- 
nitive behavioural therapy or other talk thera- 
pies are often more effective, and safer, ways 
to deal with depression. 

“You really get to deal with a problem at its 
root without trying to mask the symptoms,” 
she says. 

Bischoff remembers Gomberg'’s struggle with 
depression and his use of alternative remedies. 

"Following the 2000 Toronto mayoralty cam- 
paign, where Tooker came second to the 
incumbent, Tooker crashed for the first time in 
his life,” she recalls. 

“At the time, we had a huge community of 
support, and we had a drug plan, and so he 
was able to access a whole variety of alterna- 
tive health treatments such as naturopathic 
remedies, bodywork modalities, and talk ther- 
apy. He came out of this depression.” 

But a year later, Bischoff recalls, Gomberg 
crashed for a second time. ; 

“This time we were in Halifax, a new city for 
us, and we didn’t have a community yet,” she 
explains. “We also didn’t have a drug plan or 
financial resources. So his only option, we 
thought, was a psychiatrist and his drug of 
choice, pharmaceutical drugs.” 


BISCHOFF HOPES that the tragic consequences 


this option had will lead more people to ask 
questions and seek out safer alternatives when 
faced with depression. 

“I really encourage people to be self-aware 
of how the drugs are reacting to you and to 
consider what all the alternatives are before 
you turn to a pill.” 

After visiting 22 cities, the tour concludes in 
Edmonton on Jun 20, which Bischoff says is an 
appropriate ending. 

“It seems fitting to close the tour in the city 
that held such significance to his career. He 
always said that the three years he spent on 
Edmonton city council were more productive 
than all his years as an activist combined,” 
she says. 

“With this tour he’s still contributing.”

A year of government homophobia 
won't rain on Pride’s parade

thas been almost a year since same-sex 

I marriage became law in Canada. But as 

Edmonton prepares to celebrate Pride 
Week 2006, the issue that many thought had 
been put to rest once and for all is again mak- 
ing headlines across the country. 

Since Bill C-38, also known as the Civil Mar- 
Tiage Act, was passed last July, Conservatives 
at both the federal and provincial level have 
taken steps in opposition to the legislation, 

Legally speaking, opponents have little, if any, 
Tecourse to overturn or modify the federal same- 
S€x marriage law, but that hasn't stopped the 
Tories from making it clear that they're not satis- 
fied with the the act, which many feel was undu- 
ly rushed through Parliament by the Liberals 

As was widely expected, Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper finally came out publicly with 
his intention to revisit the controversial legisla- 
tion, which made Canada just the fourth country 
in the world to allow gays and lesbians to marry. 

Harper told reporters on Jun 2 that a motion 
will be introduced in the House of Commons 
sometime in the fall, asking MPs whether or 
not the debate over same-sex marriage should 
be reopened for discussion. 

Without going into further detail, Harper 
explained that he is simply making good on a 
campaign promise he made during last Febru- 
ary’s federal election campaign to re-examine 
Bill C-38 if his party was elected. 

“IT am disappointed that Harper is bringing 
the matter forward again,” local lawyer and 
gay rights activist Julie Lloyd said. “We should- 
n't be revisiting this, and we certainly shouldn't 
be revisiting it in such a non-straightforward 
manner. It’s inappropriate” 

Early speculation is that the proposed free 
vote in the House of Commons will be defeated 
by a small margin, but Lloyd said that even if it 
is passed the Conservatives will have a difficult 
time taking their agenda any further. 

“We don’t know what will happen, but we 
do know that the vote will be close,” Lloyd 
said, “But it’s very clear that we can't make any 
changes to the law unless the notwithstanding 
clause of the Charter is implemented, and there 
has been no indication that will be used.” 

Harper's announcement comes less than a 
month after he slapped a gag order on Conser- 
vative MPs, warning them not to comment on 
the upcoming marriage of two male RCMP offi- 
cers from Nova Scotia. 

The memo was issued, according to an 
unidentified member of the Tory caucus, to 
prevent the small minority of MPs who “might 
say something stupid” about the nuptials, 
despite the fact that officials from the RCMP 
have stated that they couldn't be happier or 
more proud of the two gay Mounties, Jason 
Tree and David Connors, whose wedding is 
planned for Jun 30. 

It’s yet another disconcerting sign that Harp- 
er’s Conservative government is not only care- 
fully screening and manipulating its messages

to the public, but is still determined to under-

THAT SAME MENTALITY is also still very much 


present in Alberta. Earlier this year, both the 
province and the city of Edmonton lost a major 
advocate for gay rights in Ottawa when Anne 
McLellan—who has been marshal at Edmon- 
ton’s Gay Pride Parade and was even seen 
campaigning at the Roost during the last feder- 
al election campaign—forfeited her Edmonton- 
Centre seat to Conservative Laurie Hawn 

“Having a member of the cabinet—the Deputy 
Prime Minister—coming from Edmonton was 
something extremely positive for the gay and 
lesbian community,” Edmonton City Councillor 
Michael Phair said. “Over the last couple of 
years, the Liberal party has been much more 
Supportive of rights for gays and lesbians than 
the current party in power, and, unfortunately, I 
think that’s also reflected in the representation 
Edmonton currently has in Ottawa.” 

Things have also come to a stall in the 
provincial government. During the spring sitting 
of the legislature, Ted Morton, the Conservative 
MLA for Foothills-Rocky View, introduced Bill 
208, a private member's bill that would have 
allowed marriage commissioners to refuse to 
perform same-sex marriages if they were moral- 
ly or religiously opposed to it. The bill also went 
a step further by proposing that teachers and 
students could opt out of teaching and studying 
Same-sex marriage in the classroom 

Bill 208 didn’t make it past second reading, 
but Morton, one of the contenders for Ralph 
Klein’s job as leader of the Progressive Conser- 
vatives, has stated that he wishes to reintro- 
duce the bill with amendments next spring. 

Phair said that despite the opposition the gay 
and lesbian community continues to face over 
Same-sex marriage, there is still much to com- 
memorate as Edmonton’s Gay Pride Week 
kicks off on Jun 16. 

Phair is optimistic, because, he says, no mat- 
ter what tactics the national and provincial 
governments decide to take, he believes they 
will never be able to devalue the significance 
of something like the passing of Bill C-38. 

“There are so many things the gay and les- 
bian community has to celebrate. Gay mar- 
riages are taking place, and I think many of us 
weren't even sure that was ever going to hap- 
pen. In Edmonton, we have a mayor that’s 
extremely supportive of the community and is 
even going to be the marshal of this year’s 
Pride parade. I think that’s a real achievement,” 
he said. 

“Now | think it’s time to reflect on what's 
happened over the past year and take a look at 
the work that’s ahead of us,” he added. 
“Because on so many levels, we still have a lot 
to do.” w

The proposal has divided the com- 
munity for over a year, as residents in 

_ the area debated the merits of afford- 
able housing versus aesthetics and 
property values. 

Andrea Rogers has been a resident 
in the Sundance Housing Co-opera- 
tive in Riverdale for 27 years. She said 
that the community has been chang- 
ing since the old brickyard area was 
developed into condominiums and 
new expensive homes started spring- 
ing up in Riverdale. 

“It's become a more desirable 
neighbourhood, a more trendy neigh- 
bourhood. I would say it’s resulted in 
a gentrification of the neighbour- 
hood,” Rogers said, pointing to the 
fact that the area is becoming less 
and less affordable to people with 
lower incomes. 

“Riverdale has always been an 
affordable valley community. The 
presence of a number of co-ops in the 
river valley has kept affordable hous- 
ing options open, but any new hous- 
ing that develops is usually 
unaffordable.” 

The Sundance co-op is a non-profit 
housing organization maintained by 
its members, which provides afford- 
able housing for a group of communi- 
ty-oriented people. The main 59 
townhouses were built in 1978 and 
there are an additional 10 units in 
duplexes and fourplexes in the area. 

Sundance had hoped, and had 
received funding, to expand the co-op 
with the addition of a 12-unit building 
specifically for seniors. 


BRIAN SCOTT, a member of Sundance, 
explained that the co-op had planned 
to consolidate two lots to build the 
senior’s housing, and though it’s too 
soon to determine what the co-op will 
do with the land, the prospects for a 
senior’s co-op looks bleak in light of 
council's decision. 

Though Sundance owned one of 
these lots for two decades, the other 
was-originally owned by Habitat Stu- 
dios and was zoned for single-family 
residences. And though seven high- 
end homes were built in the area, one 
lot was left unused and eventually 
sold to Sundance. : 
_ Angela Anderson, who lives in the 
house adjacent to the proposed site 
for a senior’s co-op, explained to city 
council at the Jun 12 hearing that she 
purchased the lot from Habitat Studios 
around the same time that Sundance 
took title of the neighbouring lot. 

“We—through repeated questions—

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the building commenced six months 
after Sundance took title of that lot— 
we wouldn't have bought that lot,” 
said Anderson, who spoke as a resi- 
dent of the area and not under her 
newly appointed position as president 
of the Riverdale Community League. 

“The financial impact on us from 
this decision is huge,” she added. 

But the financial impact of the deci- 
sion is also an issue for Sundance, 
which recently received a $600 000 


Jabs went on to say that without 
more affordable housing in the area, 
seniors will be forced to relocate— 
something she doesn’t think is right. 

“Why all this controversy over this 
senior’s co-op? It’s just utterly disgust- 
ing,” Jabs said. 

“If you're retired, you're on a fixed 
income, how can you possibly live on 
that? You can’t. There’s a lot of sen- 
iors that live below the poverty line. 
It’s a matter of, ‘Will Peat today, or 
will | go buy medicine?’ It’s just what 
it boils down to.”

federal grant to create new low- 
income housing in the area. However, 
the fact that the city zoning for the 
proposed site was for low-density, 
single-family homes meant the issue 
had to be brought to city council. 

In light of the division in the com- 
munity, Mayor Stephen Mandel estab- 
lished a committee with members on 
both sides of the debate, to be mediat- 
ed by the city. Despite the five three- 
hour sessions of mediation, Anderson 
and the other opponents were not 
satisfied with the results. 

One of Anderson’s major problems 
with the project was that Sundance 
was also seeking to use the space for 
administrative and recreational space 
for the greater co-op community— 
something she said would impinge on 
her privacy. ’ 


IN THE END, a tight 6 - 5 vote at city 
council on Jun 12 shot down Sun- 
dance's proposal. As with the com- 
munity itself, Riverdale’s two city 
counsellors were divided, with 
-Michael Phair voting in favour of the 
seniors co-op and Jane Batty making 
the difference by voting against it. 

Ken Cantor and.his wife Denise 
have been living in Riverdale for three 
years, and both spoke at the city 
council meeting in opposition to the 
construction of the new co-ap. 

“1 think, as one of the people who 
was strongly opposed to what was 
being proposed for our community, 
I'm very pleased that council did 
decide to listen,” Cantor said. 

“We're certainly glad it’s over,” 
added Mrs Cantor. 

But for Lillian Jabs, who has been 
living in Riverdale since 1960 and had 
hoped to make a home in the senior's 
co-op with her husband, council’s

affordable housing is just beginning. 

“Try and find affordable housing; 
it’s very hard. Seniors only have a cer- 
tain amount of money that they can 
deal with—a lot of us-aren’t wealthy, 
we aren't, and I think all seniors find 
themselves in that situation,” Jabs 
said. 


for 18 years, said that while longtime 
residents supported the creation of a 
senior’s co-op, those who don’t are of 
a different mindset. 

“People have said their values in 
terms of being in Riverdale—are that 
they like the eclectic community, they 
like the diversity of people that are 
down there, and yet the people who 
are fighting this are really very 
opposed to the sense of different lev- 
els of income in the community,” 
Moore-Kilgannon said. 


BUT IT’S NOT ONLY new residents who 


were opposed to the co-op; Con 
Boland, a photographer who has been 
living in the area for 38 years was a 
vocal opponent of the senior’s co-op, 
concerned mainly with the actual pro- 
posed site. 

The issue is not against seniors or 
a co-op as such, it’s really the location 
where they're proposing it and the 
size of the building,” Boland said. “If 
you were to see it, you would shake 
your head, because you would see a 
row of really nice houses where peo- 
ple want to do nice landscaping and 
that they invested probably their life 
savings into, and then next to it, to 
put a big box.” 

But Brian Scott said that other 
options in the community simply 
don't exist. “There’s no other land 


available in Riverdale right now to. 


build any kind of an affordable hous- 
ing project,” Scott said. “Any initiative 
to build affordable housing—this 
would have been it.” 

One major issue for Boland was the 
effect the new co-op would have on 
his prized garden, the Con Boland 
Show Garden, since the proposed site 
is located 60 metres from his home. 
He went on to explain that there’s 
already a co-op residence behind his 
home and that it reflects badly on his 
property. : 

“t have this garden where we spend 


- a huge amount of energy and time 


and money, and it’s open to the public 
so everyone can enjoy it,” he said. 
“Behind me, I have a co-op and they 
let weeds grow, and there’s an old 
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chesterfield chair in the back already 
for a year that’s rotting out, there’s 
garbage, and if you just look at it—1 
think it’s a different kind of lifestyle, 
and they're not interested in property 
values because, of course, there's no 
property values for a co-op owner, no 
such thing. 

“We've had to call the city for them 
to clean up their weeds all the time. It 
seems like they're not part of the 
newer community that’s happening 
now, where people want their gar- 
dens to look nice and clean up their 
back alleys.” 

Along with Boland, Cantor also 
pointed to aesthetics as an important! 
community value, and though his 
home is a few blocks away, he said 
the co-op architecture did not fall in 
line with the block's look, 

“| think we're all affected by good 
planning decisions, we're all affected 
by poor planning. We're all affected 
by good architecture and bad archi- 
tecture; you don’t have to live right 
next door to it to be affected by it,” 
Cantor said. “Those are the things that 
go into building a great and livable 
city, and we all have to be concerned 
about things that are happening not 
just literally next door.” 

Anderson went on to say that the 
senior’s co-op does not fit in with the 
rest of the community. 
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"There's poor access to amenities 
and services within Riverdale,” Ander- 
son said. “I feel like the proposed 
building on that site is too big a mass; 
it’s a poor fit with the community.” 


STILL, Jabs said that the lost opportu- 
nity to stay in her community in spite 
of age is unfortunate, and that the 
group protesting the co-op proposal 
have done seniors in Riverdale a great 
disservice. 

“These other people, the opposi- 
tion, has no right to come in there 
and dictate as to what can and can’t 
be done. The opposition is going to 
get old one day too and they forget 
about that, they do,” Jabs said 

Moore-Kilgannon added that the 
issue was prompted by an influx of 
new people in the community who 
have different attitudes than the tradi- 
tional Riverdale community. 

“People really know their neigh- 
bours down in Riverdale; they help 
each other out. There’s.a long history 
there for many, many people,” Moore- 
Kilgannon said. 

“But when you have people that are 
just brand new to the community— 
been there one year—and they start 
making statements about poor people 
or without any understanding of the 
depth and the history of the commu- 
nity, it’s a bit shocking.” w

INSIDE THE CLUBE Desportivo Portugues, 
a few fold-out tables stand on the scuffed 
brown-tile floor and the wood-panelled 
bar in back is serving cappuccinos and 
espressos. If it weren't for the flatscreen 
TV above the front entrance, this place 
could be waiting for Portuguese legend 
Eusebio to make his 1966 World Cup 
debut in England. 

Almost every seat is taken by kickoff; 
the room is splotched with true believers’ 
burgundy jerseys. Twenty seconds in, 
Pauleta slices the ball across the goal- 
mouth. Portugal is flying and then, in the 
fifth minute, joy. Figo, his 34-year-old legs 
sparking him past a defender, makes a 
stabbing run into the box. His pass finds 
Pauleta, cutting towards the spot, and the 
ball bulges twine. A collective whoop goes 
up and there are high fives all around. 

The euphoria soon fades and hands 
are clasped in nervous prayer. Portugal's 
quick flicks onto the wings are matched 
by the speedy Angolans’ one-twos down 


the flanks. There are mutters of discon- 
tent with a poor throw-in. Pogtugal’s for- 
mer colony is tough and speedy. A peal of 
grudging admiration rings out as Akwa 
connects on his second attempt at a bicy- 
cle kick, flaring the ball over the bar. 

In the 35’, a premature cry of “goal!” 
as a corner-kick header crashes off the 
bar. The fans applaud their diving keeper 
when he slaps aside a screamer with his 
tight glove. Cristiano Ronaldo's point- 
blank bullet from the top of the 18 is 
slammed aside by the Africans’ netmin- 
der. Then it’s halftime and the tables 
clear, the fans filing out for a smoke, 

The second half is a nerve-fraying, 
nail-biting countdown to the end. The 
game is now full of searching long balls 
and driving runs. The Angolans have put 
up a good fight, but their attacks fizzle 
out near the box. 

The Selegao have got off to another 
uninspiring start. The full-time whistle 
blows. There's scattered applause as the 
two-dozen faithful, relieved at last, shake 
hands and slip away. Come Saturday, the 
perpetually hopeful will congregate again 
for 90 minutes of surging fortunes and 
dashed chances. (BG) 


THE 2006 WORLD CUP IS barely a week 
old but is already offering up more than 
its fair share of intrigue, joy and despair.

40 people attended to hear Sherry 
McKibben, our past Executive Director, 
share her story of working internationally 
in Suriname. Unfortunately, this will be 
our fourth and final year of partnership 
with Suriname and CCI.

Last year, we began a Human Rights proj- 
ect that focuses on reducing stigma by 
working with healthcare and Aboriginal 
community members. Human Rights are 
becoming an essential piece of our work 
at HIV Edmonton and we are beginning to 
integrate best practices for Human Rights 
into all areas of our work. Our experi- 
ences in the Human Rights project have 
confirmed many anecdotal stories we 
have heard about challenges Aboriginal 
people face when dealing with HIV/AIDS. 


In June of 2005 we moved from a self- 
contained building in the inner city and 
returned to a building on Jasper Avenue 
that housed us in the early 1990's. This 
was the first time that we were separated 
from our ‘sister-agency’ Living Positive by 
more than a floor or a hallway. 
Understandably, this caused changes in 
our work, changes for our staff and for 
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our service users. Initially, we had fewer 
clients coming through the door but over 
the past several months our numbers 
have greatly increased. Old faces that did 
not access us in our inner city location 
are returning and new individuals are 
coming in for support and information. 


Our partnership with the SIHA (Student 
International Health Association) contin- 
ues to benefit our agency and youth in 
the city with SIHA members offering HIV. 
101 to area high schools. We have con- 
tinued to work with the Non Prescription 
Needle Use Task Groups and the 
Edmonton Community Drug Strategy. 


In our second year of partnership with 
the Canadian AIDS Treatment 
Information Exchange (CATIE) we have 
had great success with the National 
Capacity Building Project. This project 
has raised the knowledge level of treat- 
ment issues for staff at Canadian AIDS 
organization. One of our staff has been 
selected by CATIE to assist in hosting a 
treatment lab for participants at the 
International AIDS Conference 2006 in 
Toronto in August.

_| Community Development: 
A retrospective of eight years | 
with HIV Edmonton

The first time I heard of HIV/AIDS was in 1983. 
I was living in Winnipeg and a friend became 
seriously ill and died within a month; and the 
deaths continued and we became very afraid. 
But we coped! 


Moving to Edmonton in 1990, I heard of the 
AIDS Network of Edmonton and the work they 
were doing. I even met some of the people 
involved in that work. Over the years, I had 
seen posters, picked up their condoms and 
come to the realization that HIV/AIDS was a 
very real part of our lives. 


I came to work for HIV Edmonton (AIDS 
Network) in September, 1998. At the time the 
organization was realizing a need to change 
the way in which we approached this disease 
and we were confronted with the reality that 
‘the disease was wide spread in other popula- 
tions, most particularly the Intravenous Drug 
Users and Aboriginal populations. The reality 
sunk in that, as an organization, there would 
have to be some dramatic changes to our phi- 
losophy, our outreach and our methodology. 


We went from, primarily being a client sup- 
port organization that did prevention and con- 
dom distribution, to a community health 
organization involved in Population Health 
Promotion and later adopted a Harm 
Reduction approach. This meant that we had 
to stop treating HIV/AIDS in isolation and 
begin thinking about all of the aspects of peo- 
ple’s lives that impacted their risk of catching 
HIV. We called these aspects, the 
Determinants of Health and HIV. It also meant 
that we had to stop insisting that our clients 
and the populations we served be absolutely 
compliant with prevention messaging and 
treatment requirements. We had to go where 
people were at in their own lives and not 
where we wanted them to be. 


This was not a popular move from the per- 
spective of the gay/bisexual male community. 
There was a feeling that HIV Edmonton was 
abandoning this population as it turned to 
face the many other groups who were becom- 
ing newly infected. It was not an easy thing 
for us to accomplish and we did loose support 
along the way.

In the ensuing eight years, HIV Edmonton 
focused on Community Development and 
what we now call “Services to Individuals”. 
The harsh reality of the lack of finances to 
support the increased work and the never 
ending statistics was quick in telling us that 
we were not doing enough; that we could 
never do enough. 


Over the years, HIV Edmonton developed rela- 
tionships and partnerships with over 200 
Organizations and agencies. Our purpose was 
to raise awareness at every possible opportu- 
nity and to assist other organizations in doing 
some of the work that needed to get done. 
These relationships also provided us with 
much needed advocacy support in keeping 
HIV/AIDS on the radar screens of the funders 
and the governments. 


This has not been an easy time for the staff of 
HIV Edmonton. Many have come and gone; 
some from burn-out and some because the 
work was overwhelming and leaving was the 
only way to prevent burn-out. And some of us 
stayed. 


In the eight years since taking up this work, I 
have been very privileged to learn more than I 
could have possibly hoped about Population 
Health, Health Promotion, Harm Reduction 
and most importantly, about working together. 


The staff and myself have attended and pre- 
sented at countless symposiums, workshops 
and conferences right across Canada and 
throughout the world. These experiences 
have reminded us of the global dimension of 
HIV/AIDS and of the struggles experienced by 
others in combating the disease. The experi- 
ences also facilitated prime learning opportu- 
nities that contributed greatly to the work we 
are doing. 


HIV Edmonton has grown greatly, not neces- 
sarily in numbers, but in the scope of the 
issues we deal with in confronting HIV/AIDS. 
That growth has produced resilience and 
strength and has provided us with a stronger 
foundation to continue making a difference in 
the lives of persons infected and affected by 
HIV. It may have been thought a lofty goal 
eight years ago, but we continue to meet the 
challenge in ways that surprise even the most 
cynical among us.

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Fort de Prairies recovers realistic past 


PRINT CULTURE 
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There is a riveting photograph in Brock 
Silversides’s Fort de Prairies: The Story 
of Fort Edmonton (Heritage House Pub- 
lishing) that depicts the fort in 1879 from 
roughly what is now the south end of the 
High Level Bridge. The fur trade post's 
palisade stretches across what would 
become the Legislature grounds. Hardis- 
ty’s “Big House” sits to the north, a pad- 
dlesteamer leans on the banks of the 
North Saskatchewan. All around is a 
bare, treeless expanse. My mind kept 
flipping between what was and what is. 
Still, if you examine the patterns of 
riverbank erosion in the photograph, or the 
way sweepers comb the river into ribbons 
of light, you could be forgiven for feeling 


that everything and nothing has changed. 
Edmonton, like so many other Canadi- 
an cities, developed like a burl around a 
European trading post. Despite the recon- 
struction of Fort Edmonton in the 1970s 
far to the west of its original location, or 
the host of historical animators who 
“bring its world alive,” even seasoned 
Edmontonians know little of it. There 
have been a handful of workman-like 
books exploring such things as the loca- 
tions of HBC and North West Company 
forts at Edmonton and recently Fred Sten- 
son’s brilliant novel The Trade, which 
explores the brutality and ruthlessness of 
the period through such historical figures 
as Edmonton's chief factor John Rowand. 


NOW WE HAVE Silversides’s exceptional 
and exhaustive Fort de Prairies, which 
provides a sort of chronological montage 
of over a century of visual representa- 
tions of the fort along with extracts from 


writings that describe the trade the fort 
enabled and the lives of its inhabitants. 

Most importantly, the book unpacks 
the fort's layers of symbolic meaning: 
how its physical presence served as a 
metaphor for a period and “civilizing” 
attitudes, reflected a certain kind of rela- 
tionship with the First Nations of the 
region, and why this icon was subse- 
quently discarded. Resisting what must 
have been fierce temptation, Silversides 
keeps his commentary light, carefully 
foregrounding contemporary perceptions 
of the place over time. 

The written depictions of the fort by 
privileged people like Kane, Southesk and 
Cheedle are well known to many, but Sil- 
versides digs up unexpected gems. 
William Gladstone wrote one of the only 
accounts by an ordinary labourer of 
voyageur life: “16 of us were left at the 
fort for the summer, under the charge of a 
son of (John Rowand]. He was a chip off 


the old block and as great a tyrant as his 
father. | set to work to mud and white- 
wash the houses until haying time ... 
Soon we had nothing to eat but buffalo 
meat, which had gone bad in the ice 
house.” Demythologizing stuff indeed. 

Perhaps even more valuable are the 
book's 90-odd rare photographs and draw- 
ings of the fort that give expression to its 
development and the transformation of its 
environs. There is Paul Kane’s famous mid- 
19th century painting in which he embel- 
lished his sketches of the North 
Saskatchewan and its bluffs into a version 
of Poussin or Claude's gold-drenched pas- 
torals. More fascinating still are photos 
such as one of the Cree Thirst Dance held 
outside the fort or Ernest Brown's 1905 
photograph of a large Cree Camp on the 
Rossdale Flats, the site where Alberta was 
proclaimed a province that same year. 

By the 1880s Fort Edmonton had lost 
much of its relevance as commercial 
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Can you feel the magic in the air? Not the 
kind of corporate Magic! that sells cruise 
vacations and vapid “family” movies, and 
certainly not the kind of magic that fills a 
town when the home team is winning 
against all odds ... | mean literally 
magic—spells and shit. 

As | write this, game four of the Stan- 
ley Cup final has come and gone and left 
the Oilers down two games, and every 
cubic inch of normal space—and every 
trans-cubic whatsit of theoretical extradi- 
mensional space—is saturated with 
crisscrossing fields of desperate fan sor- 
cery: the astral tides of dueling playoff 
beards in varying states of mojo trim, the 
mystical aroma wafting up to the angels 


from thousands of lucky garments 
unwashed since Detroit, all set against a 
crackling supernatural background radia- 
tion of ubiquitous folk voodoo, wild ritu- 
al, superstition, prayer and good 
old-fashioned wishing. 

| wonder how it all went down? 
Reading this maybe a week away from 
me, perhaps you know. From the per- 
spective of last night at the Sidetrack, 
things didn't look so good; a central 
requirement of effective magic is belief, 
and the sullen, silent corps of cold- 
vibrating fandom gawking blank-eyed at 
each other across the Track’s archaic 
marble slabs didn't look like they 
believed the sun would rise tomorrow, 
let alone that the Oilers would find a 
way to win tomorrow night. 

| must admit, | might have been one of 
the tens of thousands of culpable Edmon- 
tonians whose disregard for even the 


basics of superstitious hygiene—for 
example, knocking furiously on the near- 
est available piece of wood immediately 
after making any expression of confi- 
dence or prediction of success—may 
have jammed up the Copper ‘n’ Blue 
hocus-pocus: | thought kind thoughts 
about the Clarence S Campbell Bowl. 

| couldn't help it! Riding down the City 
Centre escalator, | caught a glimpse of it 
down by the food court, surrounded by 
fetching red rope and a mini-phalanx of 
wary rent-a-cops, and before | could stop 
myself | was thinking, “Damn me, but 
that’s a nice-looking piece of hardware.” 
Well, it is! It's much more pleasantly 
ornate than the rather plain Stanley Cup, 
and its wooden base with those gilt- 
edged winners’ plaques has an old-world 
charm the Stanley's cold, mechanical, 
form-follows-function barrel of rings can’t 
match. It really is a very attractive trophy 


... you'd think we'd have learned to love it 
more than we have. 

So, we get to ladle mescal-spiked san- 
gria from the Campbell Bow! for another 
year. What other blessings can we now 
count, in the event the Oilers have ... um 
_.. Not unlost the Anley-stay Up-cay Inal- 
fay [knock knock knock]? 

Well, we've certainly scored a victory 
against unlicensed street demonstra- 
tions! Two hundred arrests to lay seven 
charges ... that's what | call taking back 
the fucking streets, broad-spectrum 
style. The expression is “proactive jus- 
tice;” it's very unlikely that a potential 
troublemaker is going to break any laws 
while zipcuffed on the floor of a paddy- 
wagon.

With the passing of the fur- 
trade era, mythologizing and the vase- 
lined lens of romance sprouted up. 

Take the rudely distorted 1912 travel 
writings of British anthropologist Bessie 
Pullen-Burry: “[The Fort] remains the 
silent witness of a past when white men 
continually risked their lives in search of 
peltry in unknown wilds, where Indians, 
whose savagery in warfare is unparal- 
leled in the annals of barbarism, 
ambushed in virgin forests for that covet- 
ed trophy, human scalps... “ 

While still vaguely picturesque, the 
fort became a liability for most of Edmon- 
ton’s promoters. It was dismantled in 
1915 and the timbers lost or destroyed 
over the following decades. Silversides 
has given us a rich and thought-provoking 
book of recovery. 


tasers are for.

4 ou have to figure that it’s hard 

Y= surprise Chris Craddock. 

Considering the man isn't just 
into improv, but is so into improv he’s 
the artistic director of an improv 
troupe, he’s got to learn to roll with 
unexpected punches. 

But leave it up to another improv 
group to surprise an improvesario— 
according to Craddock, he’s got 
absolutely no idea what to expect 
from Slovenia's Theater Narabov, who 
came forward with the oddest request 
he’s heard in his two years as artistic 
director Rapid Fire Theatre and their 
Improvaganza improv festival. 

“I'm really not sure what's going to 
happen in their showcase show, but 
they want us to hang 20 phonebooks 
at various heights around the stage— 
some way up, some where they can 
reach them, that kind of thing,” Crad- 
dock explains with a slightly pensive 
look. “The really weird thing is, we 
offered to get them the phonebooks, 
but they insisted that they had to be 
Slovenian phonebooks, so now 
they're hauling 20 phonebooks from 
Eastern Europe along with them. That 
should be an interesting show.” 

To say the least. Of course, the 
Slovenians hardly have the market 
cornered on interesting shows: over 
the next nine days, 10 troupes that 
range in origin from Vancouver, Bel- 
gium and Australia will take to the

mostly empty stages of the Varscona 
to show off the best they have to offer 
Sans scripts and directions. In addi- 
tion to each troupe's individual show- 
case, all 10 groups will compete in a 
nightly, no-suggestions-barred, free- 
for-all tournament of Theatresports 
that will decide the ultimate improv 
champion of the festival. 


IT'S AN AWFUL LOT to get a handle on, 


especially considering no two shows 
from the same group are ever the 
Same, never mind when some of the 
world’s best improy-ers match wits 
and clever suggestions. But as Crad- 
dock explains, whatever happens, the 
premise and philosophy of all the 
groups is remarkably simple. 

“Instant Theatre, who are coming 
in from Vancouver, have a motto: aim 
for art, settle for comedy,” he says 
with a knowing nod. “I think that’s a 
theory that a lot of us would ascribe 
to. We're trying to tell stories, we're 
trying to show personal, relevant, 
touching stories. But, at the same 
time, we're certainly not afraid of a

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punch line. I really don’t think there's 
anyone who has a problem with being 
very, very funny in their shows, and 
certainly every troupe is capable of a 
good mix.” 

But, of course, beyond dangling 
phonebooks and nimble punchlines, 
for Craddock the best thing about 
improv—whether single showcase or 


cutthroat competition—is the energy 
and immediacy that really is unique 
among any other medium. 

“| think one of its greatest strengths 
is how immediate, how in the 
moment improv can be. I had people 
on stage making 9/11 jokes the very 
day it happened. They handled it very 
well, and certainly not that everything 


is that risqué; no one wants to be 
known as ‘that troupe,’” backtracks 
Craddock slightly, who notes that by 
there very nature the shows are ribald 
but within reason. “Improv is right 
there; it’s incredibly relevant: we can 
tell stories about things that happened 
one minute ago, which just isn’t pos- 
sible anywhere else.” w

n the poster for Tom Wil- 
Oe: upcoming appearance 

at the Comic Strip, there's 
nothing about his painting, despite 
the fact his pop culture still-lifes have 
earned him gallery spots across North 
America, . 

There's also nothing about his 
extensive voice-acting work, which 
he’s been doing for over a decade, or 
his incredibly layered, touching per- 
formance as gym teacher Coach 
Fredricks on the absolutely brilliant 
Fox series Freaks and Geeks. Hell, 
there isn’t even anything about his 
Stand-up comedy, which he’s been 
doing for more than two decades, 
performing with people from Richard 
Pryor to Richard Jeni. 

Instead, there’s a picture of Wilson 
that’s 21 years old, with a logo that 
only gets more ironic the longer it’s 
used: Back to the Future. Yes, Wilson 
Was Biff. And, uh, for all intents and 
purposes, has basically been Biff ever 
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TOM WILSON 
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But Wilson has learned to deal with 
his one-note notoriety; if he had a 
healthier outlook on his celebrity, you 
probably wouldn't believe him, but as 
is, he’s about as intelligent and com- 
fortable a view on life as anyone. 


“WELL, IT'S SORT OF IRONIC that 1 paint 


these objectified pop objects, because 
really, people react much the same 
way to a painting of a ViewMaster or 
a Hot Wheels car that they do when 
they see me at the airport. They aren't 
really thinking of me, they’re thinking 
of the memory they associate with 
what I did,” he explains of the never- 
ending phenomenon of people calling 
him “Butthead” in public places. “'I 
remember when I used to make the 


Hot Wheels race tracks, and take off 
the pieces and beat my brother with 
them,’ is the same kind of reaction as, 
‘Oh, I saw that movie at a drive-in 
with my dad; we had this convertible, 


and it was such a beautiful day.’ 
They're not really interested in inter- 
facing with you, they're interfacing 
with a pop culture object. | am pop 
art—a human piece of pop art.” 


Intellectualizing his place in society 
aside, though, he’s also quite funny, in 
a very happy-go-lucky, infectious sort 
of way—the sort of guy who, if he did- 
n't make a living on stages, would be 
the most interesting person in the 
office. For his part, though, Wilson is 
mostly just excited that he gets to be 
the guy people pay attention to—as he 
admits, that really didn’t look like it 
was going to be the case 

"You know, coming out of high 
school, | was really the kid who didn’t 
seem to have many talents—literally 
the one who was picked last for 
dodgeball, on the debate team, play- 
ing the tuba; well, paint your own pic- 
ture,” he explains with a laugh. “So 
that | found something fun that I was 
good at—and now, have actually 
found a few things that are fun, and 
that I'm good at, and that people 
seem to respond to, that just means a 
lot to me. Because honestly, it really 
wasn't looking very good for a while 
there.” v

s I, and every art teacher can 
A attest, one of life’s unsolved 

mysteries is what happens to 
our students once they graduate. A 
few familiar names occasionally crop 
up in the local media, but for the most 
part their careers become a part of the 
unexplained. 

Do they go to work in basement 
warehouses, convert from hedonist 
artists into accountants? For most of 
them, I will never know the answer. 
But on rare occasions | do run across 
some of my former students. And 
that's exactly what happened with 
Sahzha Hermesh 

I first met Hermesh when he 
enrolled in my art fundamentals class 
at the U of A several years ago. He 
was an extraordinarily quiet young 
man—perhaps spoke no more than a 
few sentences to me, or to anyone in 
the class in the entire term. 

It was clear, however, that Her- 
mesh could communicate through his 
art. His work was imaginative and 
deeply felt; it seemed as if all that 
could be said he saved for his art. I 
often wondered what happened to his 
budding talent—so clearly visible in 
his earliest artworks. 

It was with joy that I saw his name 
on the list of the Nextfest artists in a 
show entitled The Outer Space 
Mystery and looked forward with 
avid curiosity to see how his art had 
developed 
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As it turned out, Hermesh's artistic 
career took some unexpected twists 
and turns. He didn’t complete universi- 
ty and took on various jobs, including 
loading trucks to get by. But more 
importantly, he kept on painting. In 
fact, once he had no more class assign- 
ments to worry about, his work 
became more intimate and intensely 
personal. Alone, without professors 
looking over his shoulder, Hermesh 
began drawing the world that populat- 
ed his imagination: the kind of world 
that he saw in the illustrations of the 
storybooks that he read as a child. Only 
his fairytales convey a strange twist. 


TAKE, FOR INSTANCE, “The Lost Butter- 
fly.” This colourful painting depicts a 
butterfly gently floating down a 
meandering path. It’s an idyllic world 
full of flowers and pastel pinks. 

Only there is an odd detail. An omi- 
nous looking machine litters this pret- 
ty rural vista. As I gazed at this 
strange object—done in precise detail 
with every bold and rivet—it became 
clear that there was more to this 
painting than a charming illustration. 

This painting, like all the others, is 
filled with personal symbols that hover 
like apparitions in dreams. For 
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instance, to Hermesh, the machine part 
represents the complexity of the world. 

"Machinery," he says “is the anxiety 
and worry, the feeling that you can’t 
help but be in a world that you don’t 
really understand.” 

“And the butterfly, what does it sig- 
nify?” I question Hermesh, my curiosi- 
ty piqued. 

“It's always on the verge of being 
destroyed, but it doesn’t care; it’s 
carefree,” he responds poetically. 

For Hermesh creating this paint- 
ing—as all the others—became a 
refuge. He began work on it in one of 
the more difficult times of his life: the 
year he left university.

“! was feeling lost not knowing 
what to do,” Hermesh explains. “I was 
painting the difficulties that I felt and 
curing them at the same time.” 

Somehow as he paints these 
deeply symbolic works, the intense 
anxieties of life dissolve. In that 
sense, his art is very much like escap- 
ing into a good fairytale. Only his sto- 
rybook paintings are adult fairytales 
where the struggles and anxieties of 
life loom like shadows beneath an 
idyllic setting. 

“Tt’s a different world,” he says 
about his art, and his expression is of 
one transported. “It alludes to reality 
so you can believe in the fiction.” vw 
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© ask me to stop dancing is 
like asking me to stop 
_ breathing,” flamenco 
dancer Flavia Robles says. “Dance is 
so much a part of the human spirit.” 

And everyone should have the 
opportunity to experience dance, 
regardless of financial status, she says. 
It's that enthusiasm that’s led Robles 
to become not only the director of her 
own | 1 dance company and school, but 
also dance director of the ArtStart Pro- 
gram, a volunteer organization that 
brings dance, music, drama and visual 
art to inner city kids. 

One of those kids is 10-year-old 
Isabella. “I gave her a scholarship of 
sorts so that she could attend my 
classes at no cost,” Robles says. And 
Isabella is thrilled to be performing 
with Roble’s company, Alhambra 
Ensemble Espanole, in its upcoming 
performance, Poeta, at the Timms 
Centre this Saturday (Jun 17). 

Robles herself has been dancing 
since the age of three when she 
moved to Canada from Chile with her 
family. Her dance training has cov- 
ered a far wider range of styles than it 
would have had she remained in 
Chile. The result is-a fascinating 
fusion of styles that she brings to her 
flamenco choreography. 

“| really like to push the bound- 
aries,” she says. “I was listening to 
some-tango music, and began danc- 
ing flamenco to it.” 

Not only do both dance forms and 
music have that fiery passion they're 
both so well known for, Robles found 
that the musical rhythms allowed her 
to easily interchange the accompany- 
ing dance forms. That led to contact- 
ing the tango community about her 
upcoming production, and she found 
two of the best tango dancers in 


Edmonton, Vicente and Cristina - 


Munoz. 

“We go back and forth between the 
dance styles,” Robles says. They 
dance flamenco to tango music and 
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Vice versa, 


BUT THERE ARE also some differences 


between the two dance forms. While 
male and female roles in flamenco 
involve individual movement that can 
be performed solo, the tango is a cou- 
ples dance. 

“There’s a close relationship 
between partners,” Robles says. 
“They're very connected.” 

Poeta also involves a fusion of 
other dance styles—ballet, modern 
and jazz dance are mixed with fla- 
menco, resulting in a far wider emo- 
tional spectrum than what some 


eta will tickle you pink flamenco 


dancers might be accustomed to 

And while flamenco and other 
dance forms all require a lot of disci- 
pline, Robles says that flamenco 
demands a certain emotional maturity 
that’s more suited to adults. But kids, 
like Isabella, are up to the challenge 
because they have the self-discipline 
and maturity required for this show, 
whose performers also include quite a 
wide range of ages 

In fact, flamenco dancers have a 
much longer career than, for example, 
classical ballet dancers who usually 
retire by 40. As Roble's enthusiasm 
shows, it’s doubtful that she'll be giv- 
ing up dancing and choreography any 
time soon. 

“One of the beauties of flamenco,” 
Robles explains, “is that it's age inclu- 
sive. Even a 90-year-old grandma can 
do the movement and clapping.” v 


Lawrence ain't no Holloman boy

orris Panych’s Lawrence 
Me Holloman might be a 

play about the eternal opti- 
mist, but you'd pretty much have to 
be blind to not see the considerable 
dark lining on Panych’s silver rain 
cloud. 

Following the slow downfall of 
Lawrence, a suit salesman who 
couldn't find the downside of Hitler or 
AIDS, and his gloomy friend Hollo- 
man’s attempt to show Lawrence the 
worse side of life, the play is black to 
its very core—from the idea that it’s 
only the idiots who get ahead in life to 
the unrestrained glee it takes at the 
news of someone's dog dying. 

And that’s exactly why director 
Dave Owen and actor Chris Schulz, 
pala ad plays bright-eyed Lawrence, love 

so much. 
“I'm reading the play and laughing 
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and thinking it just can’t get and dark- 
er. And then it does,” Owen says with 
a fairly light laugh. “And then it gets 
even darker from there—it’s just a 
wonderfully hilarious, dark play.” 

“1 don’t normally laugh out loud 
while I'm reading scripts, but this one 
definitely did it,” Schulz agrees. “I 
really think it’s because it’s so dark— 
something about the nastiness of the 
whole thing is just funny, funny 
enough to laugh out loud,” 


THOUGH BOTH ADMIT that they're 
optimists at heart, they also 
acknowledge that a healthy dose of 
schadenfreude comes from seeing 
someone as relentlessly sunny side 
up as Lawrence getting eternally 
beat down—but equally enjoyable is 
watching the endless frustrations of 
Holloman, who just can’t seem to 
convince Lawrence, no matter how 
many bad things happen to him, that 
life might not be all sunshine and 
lollipops. 

“{ think my favourite scene is where 
Lawrence starts to think that some- 
one might be out to get him,” explains 
Schulz. 

"There's this vague hint of recogni- 
tion that things might not always 
work out, but then he just brushes it 
all off with a, ‘Oh, who am I kidding, 
let’s just admit that this is a run of bad 
luck!’ and that just kills Holloman.” w

Later, his son's 
near-death committed Gore to this 
cause for the next generation, and 
then he saw, in his sister's torturous 
fight with lung cancer after their 
childhood on a tobacco farm, the 
tragedies we sow and reap even in 
the face of scientific evidence. 

In the slicker, practiced, power- 
point world of Gore’s speaking tour, 
the man’s well rehearsed presentation 
takes a back seat to the stunning 
images: a sky-scraping graph of CO) 
emissions, before-and-after photos of 


a balding Mount Kilimanjaro and 
receding glaciers, a shrunken Aral 
Sea and computer projections of Cal- 
cutta and Beijing under water leading 
to millions of environmental refugees 
Vanishing ice caps mean that the 
World Trade Center memorial site, if 
it’s ever built, won't exist once sea 
levels rise. And the warnings keep 
flooding in: a massive Antarctica ice 
shelf cracking apart, thawing per- 
mafrost, more invasive species (West 
Nile far west of the Nile) 

During the end credits, the film 
does offer some examples of how we 


can all personally cut back on power 
wastage and pollutants. But it avoids 
attacking corporate waste, from leav- 
ing office lights on to overpackaged 
products. Gore argues that we don’t 
have to pit the economy against the 
environment, but that doesn’t mean 
we leave the worst offenders off the 
hook. What about consumer boy- 
cotts? What jobs do we create in a 
less fossil fuel-reliant society? 

Even with the wackier global-warm- 
ing weather we're seeing—Katrina is 
an obvious example—how much do 
people care about a long-term pattern 
in a short-term political world? And we 
may be heading towards, as Gore puts 
it, a “final reckoning,” but fundamen- 
talists everywhere seem deadly certain 
of a cooler, cleaner afterlife 

An Inconvenient Truth is skin-shud 
dering, goosebumping consciousness- 
raising by a man who has found his 
calling. Gore is made interesting by 
his message, and now, at least, we 
can't say we didn’t know that we had 
to change our modern conveniences 
and reduce our standards of living 

We have less than a generation to 
make sure we're not plaintively ask- 
ing ourselves, as the man who was a 
few hanging chads from being presi- 
dent says, “Why didn't we wake up 
when we had the chance?” 

The critical question now is 
whether or not we're enough of a self- 
sacrificing, quick-thinking species to 
pull out of our ecological nosedive. w 


for Comedy in all the wrong places 


whatever task gets set before him. In 
Looking for Comedy, the US government 
assigns Brooks (playing himself) to write 
a 500-page report on what makes Mus- 
lims laugh—and in one of the film's chief 
running gags, Brooks can't stop fretting 
over how the hell he’s going to fill all 
those pages. 


| GUESS THAT'S the other reason why 
Looking for Comedy didn’t do well: it's not 
actually all that funny. Or, more accurately, 
it doesn’t have very many jokes in it. Per- 
versely, that’s what | thought was so hilari- 
ous about it: the film sets Brooks up as an 
international comedy star, a world-class 
expert on being funny, and yet—except for 
one wonderful, mysterious sequence near 
the end of the film—nothing he does or 
says inspires any of the other characters to 
so much as crack a smile. 

The film's centrepiece sequence con- 


sists of Brooks performing some of his old 
foutines to an audience in New Delhi— 
and bombing horribly. Understand, now 
this scene goes on for at least 10 painful 
minutes. It's excruciating, but it's mes- 
merizingly excruciating. The only thing | 
can think to compare it with is Robert De 
Niro’s standup routine at the end of The 
King of Comedy. In a way, these are two 
of the most daring sequences in the histo- 
ty of movie comedy. Even a comic like 
Sarah Silverman, who specializes in 
“shocking” humour, has the comfort of 
knowing that she'll still be shocking her 
audience into laughter. Brooks and De 
Niro don’t have that luxury; this is truly 
comedy performed without a net. It 
reminds me of something Michael 
O'Donoghue, the great comic writer of the 
70s, once said: “Making people laugh is 
the lowest form of comedy.” 

Maybe that’s why people find Brooks 


so unlikable: unlike superficially similar 
comics like Larry David or Ricky Gervais 
or Garry Shandling, Brooks doesn't seem 
interested anymore in having people 
laugh at him. His comedy has moved 
beyond that—as much as | admire them, 
even | have to admit that at best, 
Brooks's last two or three movies are 
only theoretically funny. They're not even 
really comedies anymore; they're more 
like these odd, modest essays on the 
nature of comedy. 

It's as though Brooks has severed some 
kind of fundamental emotional relation- 
ship between the comedian and his audi- 
ence. He's broken up with us, just like he 
did with Kathryn Harrold in Modern 
Romance. | wonder if he checked out the 
box office returns for Looking for Comedy 
and regretted his decision. Can he live 
without us? | wonder what he'll do in his 
next movie to win us back. w

Only a few moments pass, however, 
before context radically shifts the qual- 
ity of these sensations. We quickly 
realize that the couple, Art (Jay 
Baruchel) and Cody (the fetching Sarah 
Lind), inhabits one of Vancouver's less 
savoury urban comers, that Art sells 
drugs with as little discretion as he 
uses them and that Cody is a prostitute 
and seems even more precariously 
embroiled in addiction than Artis. 

Ray seems to want to emphasize 
for us, in these opening scenes, that

things are not as they seem, that con- 
ventions will be turned on their head 
here, but Fetching Cody isn’t nearly as 
inventive or clever as such ambitions 
might propose. 

After Cody ODs and winds up ina 
coma, Ray introduces a third key 
character, Harvey (Jim Byrnes), a 
blandly eccentric middle-aged 
garbage picker whose junk collection 
includes a time-travelling easy chair. 

In an unadorned rehash of count- 
less films and TV shows (it’s like Voy- 
agers!, but the reverse), Art uses the 
chair to jump back in time to try to fix 
it so that events that might have 
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pushed Cody toward her life of sub- 
stance abuse (an unexpected period 


_ in-gym class that riffs limply on Carre; 


the suicide of Cody's gay teenage 
brother) never happened. 


DRUG-ADDLED OR NOT, art's ostensible 
naiveté about the determining factors 
in his girlfriend's lifestyle is appalling, 
and it’s really pushing an already 
sketchy premise to have him believe 
so feverishly that his plan will work. 

Likewise, Ray’s use of the time- 
travel conceit lacks inspiration or 
internal logic, resulting only in a 
series of empty comedic routines that, 
while basically the best things in the 
movie (Baruchel’s desperation and 
single-mindedness is indeed win- 
ning), fall short of the emotional reso- 
nance the film vainly builds toward. 

It doesn’t help matters that the 
film’s fantastic elements aren't bal- 
anced with any genuine feeling of gmt. 
Outdoing the most risible Hollywood 
pap, these junkies are cute, hip and 
charming in a way that's nearly unfor- 
givable (especially if you've actually 
spent any time in Vancouver's East 


End). The happy ending, as well, turn- 
ing Art into a hero while taking little 
stock of his own shortcomings, makes 
for too much of a bad thing. 

It should be noted that cinematog- 
rapher Paul Mitchnick and composer 
Philip Western do deserve kudos, 


however, for lending certain scenes 
some well crafted atmosphere. Van- 
couver remains a very cinema-con- 
ducive city waiting to be fully 
exploited, and their contributions to 
Fetching Cody at least bring us a little 
closer. 


Lucid dreaming, but not quite awake

oel (jonas Chemick) is a therapist 

in Winnipeg who's suf- 

fering from insomnia. 
Then his nine-year-old 
daughter Jenny (Brianna 
Williams), who's doing a THISIS OK 
psychology project for school, starts 
sleepwalking, and Joel is soon having 
minor accidents on the road as he 
sleeps less and less. 

As he fights off reassignment to a 
small town, Joel slips into the trance 
of a conspiracy theory woven by his 
only three patients, parolee Victor 
(Callum Keith Rennie), Chandra 
(Michelle Nolden) and drug-addict 
Sophie (Lindy Booth). 

Lucid lives up to its title—with a 
tight, clinch ending that clears up the 
story's secrets and strangeness—but 
not its situation. This psychological 
drama isn’t narcoleptic, but it doesn’t 
exactly keep you bolt-upright and 
gripping your armrests, or pondering 
deep meanings. 

The script, sort of Kiecelowski 
meets Shayamalan, lacks any 
thoughtful, mysterious lines or biting 
dialogue (You're supposed to be get- 
ting better—not crazier, but better” 
and "feelings of incompetence go 
straight through you like a giant crap” 
don’t cut it). Sequences are often 
bathed in a glacial blue or sea green, 
or, too often, an obscuring black, but 
the film lacks a sense of enveloping 
eeriness, of a creeping suspense driv- 
ing scenes forward. 

Jenny is too closely related to those 
spookily mature horror-movie kids, 
and we don’t get a visceral sense of 
Joel's sleeplessness. 


ON PAPER, the resolution explains 
most of the film’s oddities in retro-

spect, such as Jenny's bluntness or a 
doctor's formal, theatrical arguments 
or, well, pretty much anything that 
seems slightly off (except those parts 
of the musical score that seem to be 
trying to lend a light, skippy tone to 
the proceedings). 

But with its-handful of actors, few 
locations and unimaginative camera- 
work, Lucid has the unshakeable look 
of a play projected onto a screen. This 
is a chamber piece that echoes hol- 
lowly, with no added weight to its

themes or tension in its revelation 
Chernick’s and Garrity’s screenplay 
doesn’t delve into shock, trauma or 
the surreal, shifting nature of exis- 
tence. 

Joel's replaying of his wife’s last 
words to him, after she found him 
cheating on her, is a nice piece that 
doesn't quite fit into the film’s jigsaw, 
and the spill of black sheep drawn 
above his bed is a vivid image. But 
what should be a mesmerizing, unset- 
tling blur between reality and delu- 
sion—Victor and Chandra become 
convinced that people are “repeating” 
and that the city is shrinking—wipes 
off like a brief smear. 

The cast is capable, the filmmaking 
is decent, and the conceit is intrigu- 
ing, especially by its twisting end. 

But Lucid packs all its power into 
its punchy conclusion. ¥

I 
stepped out of a bus in Istanbul at 4 
am. Bewildered, my husband and | 
stumbled around in the dark. A lone 
street vendor invited us to take a seat 
on some wooden crates and offered 
us some aromatic apple tea. As sea- 
soned backpackers, we sipped skepti- 
cally at the tea, wondering if we 
would wake up in an abattoir. 

The man was simply being hos- 
pitable: he o! us drinks. This set 
the tone for the rest of our visit. 
Strangers offered what they had, 
whether some Turkish Delights or cof- 
fee, to welcome us to their mesmeriz- 
ing country. Turkish people have been 
welcoming visitors for centuries, and 
have perfected the art of intertwining 
(oC eT and fos tality. _ 

rd about a new Turkish 
Di in Edmonton, I was more 
than eager to try out some authentic 
food and hospitality. Due to the Oilers’ 
game on TY, we basically had the 
whole restaurant to ourselves. Seat- 
ing about 50, including a cozy room 
upstairs, the rich rust colored walls 
and hard-wood floor, radiated intensi- 
ty 

We sat near the open-air kitchen 
where the chef was placing pita bread 
into the wood-fired oven. There were 
a few simple Turkish decorative 
touches, but not enough to feel like a 
booth at Heritage days. The most 
unique of these were the handmade 
tables imbedded with a boncuk—a 
magic stone from Turkey, said to pro- 
tect people from the evil eye. 

The magic seemed to work on my 
daughter, who was surprisingly not 
disgruntled by the absence of choco- 
late milk from the menu, Instead, she 
decided on cherry juice ($2.50) 
shipped from Turkey, while my hus- 
band went with a more domestic 
Pepsi ($2.00). 


THE MENU WAS fairly simple, focusing 
on mezeler (appetizers), pideler (Turk- 
ish pizzas), and izgaralar (Grilled 
meats). Since we had some experi- 
ence with Turkish food and enjoyed 
all of it, we decided on the Sultan 
Sofrasi, a combination meal for two.

heaping bowl of chick pea dip was 
surrounded by pita bread. The humus, 
although good, faded in comparison 
to the hot, fluffy pita brushed with a 
touch of yogurt that came fresh from 
the wood oven. I had not tasted any- 
thing like it for a long time. We are 
lucky that there was such a large 


_amount on the plate; we were 
* devouring pita as if we hadn't eaten 


for a week. 

After stuffing ourselves on appetiz- 
ers, we were grateful that there was a 
short lull before our entrées arrived. 
Suddenly, an assortment of grilled 
meats arrived at our table, accompa- 
nied by a platter of pilaf and salad: My 
husband's eyes widened at the four 
different meat dishes arranged proud- 
ly on the platter—chicken kebabs, 
lamb kebabs, grilled rack of lamb and 
grilled beef meatballs. 


| WAS PLEASED to find that each 
choice of meat had a different combi- 
nation of herbs and spices to enhance 
the diversity of the platter. The 
favourites at our table were the grilled 
beef meatballs speckled with chili 
_flakes, cumin and parsley, and the

“enjoyed the tender morsels of chick- 
“en, slightly blackened by the grill.

Much to my astonishment, partway 
through the meal my husband 


declared, “This is great salad.” I 
thought I misheard him. Looking for 
the hidden meat inside the greens, | 
realized that he was actually enjoying 
something that contained chlorophyll 
My husband's praises were well 
deserved; the mixed green salad was 
lightly tossed with a fabulous honey- 
mustard, red wine vinaigrette. 

The other vegetable dishes were 
received warmly at our table as well. 
The veggie kebabs were a colorful 
assortment of zucchini, eggplant, and 
red and green peppers. The vegeta- 
bles were grilled just enough to bring 
out their natural sweetness, but still 
remained firm in consistency. The 
bulgur pilaf was a refreshing change 
from the usual steamed rice. By this 
time, we were so full we couldn't fully 
enjoy the starchy side dish. We have 
years of experience with large meals 
and understand that it is usually the 
carbohydrates that hinder the maxi- 
mum food intake amount. 

We also did not want our fullness 
to interfere with dessert time. Our 
meal finished off with the irresistible 
baklava. | was disappointed that the 
Sofra’s ran out of Turkish coffee, but 
settled with a Turkish tea ($2.50) 
instead. 

The full-bodied tea came in a tulip- 
shaped glass, with the small plate of 
baklava. The baklava was crispy and 
light and wasn't profusely drenched in 
syrup; it was a standing ovation finish 
to a memorable meal. 

Our happy family left $65.00 lighter 
and more than a few pounds heavier. 
Perhaps it was the magical tables or 
the fact we ate like Sultans, but | am 
already contemplating my next meal 
there. I've learned not to turn down 
Turkish hospitality. w

We all scream for (the best) ice cream! 


SURAIYA RAMPURI-RANSON / suraiya@vueweekly.com 
ood ice cream is mindless. It’s 
Ga and wanton, which is 
precisely what makes it so 
important to choose your scoop care- 
fully. An unfortunate scoop is the food 
equivalent of accidentally letting go of 
a helium balloon on your birthday. Ice 
cream is youth, the good life and 
sanctioned sin all rolled into one fresh 
waffle cone: stop following the mass- 
es and choose your own adventure! 

In my quest for the perfect scoop, I 
limited myself to the Whyte 
Avenue/University beat. For the sake 
of my booty, I had to be selective. | 
added gelato to cover the full spec- 
trum of icy delight. Finally, | wanted to 
be fair, and balance the independent 
shops with the bigger franchises. 

My hit list became What’s the 
Scoop?, Block 1912, Leva Café, 
Baskin-Robbins, and Marble Slab 
Creamery. Such a demanding roster 
demanded equally harsh standards: 
ice creams were judged according to 
the same set of criteria. I rated 
scoopage, serving selection (cones 
and cups), variety, cost, tastes per 
customer and overall taste. 


| HAVE ALWAYS tooked to What's the 
Scoop as my summer confirmation. 
When the little shack on Whyte opens, 
the world has emerged from winter. 
Service was fast, eager to please and 
offered samples before demanding 
decisions on the 42 selections of hard 
ice cream, plus 2 sorbets, 3 yogurts, 
and one sugarless offering, forcing 
even a die-hard vanilla lover to con- 
sider her options. Their source, 
Foothills Creamery, boasts both tradi- 
tional goodies and newer creations. 
My single scoop of grape float on a 
sugar cone ($2.95) was a generous,

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baseball-sized blob of purple and 
white. Simulated concord grape 
flavour was reminiscent of Grape 
Crush, and the vanilla was a creamy 
smooth counter to the sweet grapey 
high. The sugar cone held up, crispy 
to the last bite, and the rich, refresh- 
ing ice cream lasted the majority of 
the way through. A little trickle of 
melt pooled right at the bottom of the 
cone, but it wasn’t enough to soggify. 

What's the Scoop is a fair-weather 
friend, only open on days when you 
can walk the Avenue with your 
dessert in hand, so be prepared: on a 
dismal summer day, you'll be duped 
at the Scoop. 


A FEW DAYS LATER, 1 felt like some- 
thing a little different. Block 1912 
gelateria has 30 different choices, all 
shipped in from Vancouver's Mario's 
Gelato, ranging from traditional like 
Spumoni to new creations like Eng- 
lish Trifle and tofulati. 

At Block 1912, there is only one try 
per customer and I’m forced to an old 
stand-by, white chocolate raspberry, 
which I ordered in a cup. The treat is 
served with a plastic spoon in a plas- 
tic container, like the kind you'd 
expect to find hummus in at the gro- 
cer. I explained that I was eating in, 
but was told the glass bowls were too 


few to be used. I stared pointedly ata _ 


stack of them, resting empty behind 
the counter. 

A single scoop of gelato ran $4.25, 
but such a nice place is worth the 


visit. The gelato was sadly sub-par on 
this day. The white chocolate, which 
was usually smooth and creamy, was 
peppered with ice crystals as though it 
had melted and been refrozen. The 
raspberry seemed overly sugary and 
tasted fake, with no real raspberries 
to be had. I was a bit disappointed 
and didn’t finish the sizeable single. 


FEELING A BIT spurned from the gelato 
fiasco, I decided to try to redeem the 
dessert by hitting Leva Café near the 
University. According to the server 
gelato is made with whole milk, not 
cream, and is meant to be dense and 
flavourful. The dessert is stirred dur- 
ing the freezing process to avoid crys- 
tals, and then stored in a forced-air 
freezer to be served semi-frozen. This 
is what you get at Leva: a fresh, 
homemade gelato. The café has its 
own gelato chef who was taught by 
an Italian. 

Leva’s rotating menu of 12-14 
gelatos are made fresh, from about 40 
different varieties. A single tray lasts 
about 2 days. | tried several without 
limitation and was encouraged to try 
combinations should | order a double 
scoop. Everything was smooth and 
delicious. 

I chose the stracchiatella, a sweet 
cream gelato with flakes of chocolate 
woven into the cream. Its simplicity 
makes it one of my favourites. The 
single scoop ($3.50) was the size ofa 
small grapefruit, and served in 4 
chilled bowl with square shaped 
spoon, perfect for shaving layers ol! 
the mound of gelato, allowing me to 
savour the tastes. It was smooth anc 
creamy without being heavy, sweet 
without being sugary, and the choco- 
late was a delicious, densely textured 
seam.

Blissfully, | made my way through 
the World Class Chocolate, a heady 
mixture of white, milk and dark 
chocolate ice creams all integrated 
into one world-peace allegory. It is 
super silky, a little bit sticky, and so 
ich, it takes a couple of tries to con- 
sume a spoonful. I want more. En 
route home, the line up for Marble 
Slab Creamery is busy. What do they 
put in their ice cream? 


THE FOLLOWING WEEK, my curiosity 
was put to the test. Ten people 
ahead of me were served quickly, 
thanks to four people behind the 
counter and one waffle maker. | 
sampled the ice creams that are 
made in store to the tune of 22 
batches per day, with 21 out for 
serving every day. Admittedly, there 
is something to be said for such 
freshness—most ice creams are fin- 
ished within 2 days. They are actual- 
ly made with a mix, which smacks of 
mass production rather than tradi- 
tion.

Last weekend, I found another way 
to enjoy the river valley and its splen- 
dour. The Riverside Bistro in the 
Courtyard by Marriott on Jasper 
Avenue, boasts one of the city’s finest 
vistas.

After a couple of rain-related 
delays, a friend and | finally found a 
day that cooperated with both our 
schedules and the weather. Dressed 
in shorts, t-shirts and sandals (I'd 
been golfing all day, while he'd been 
cycling), we met on a Friday evening 
at 6:30 pm on the Riverside patio. 

The tri-level patio adjacent to the 
Shaw Centre overlooks the Low Level

bridge construction, the Edmonton 
Queen riverboat dock and Louise 
McKinney Park. Protected from the 
noise of Jasper Avenue by the bulk of 
the Marriott hotel, the terrace is a 
orld away from the hubbub of 
downtown. 

Fourteen tables filled the patio, and 
although spots adjacent to the tem- 
pered glass rail were coveted, there 
asn't a bad seat to be had. Seated at 
a table set between a pair of potted 
cedar trees, we comfortably sat back 
from the precipice. 

Under the shade of a brightly 
striped umbrella, we scanned the 
extensive wine list and made our 
selections. My friend ordered a glass 
of Rawson’s Shiraz~Cab ($7.00), and I 
had a glass of the Sumac Ridge 
Cabemet Franc ($8.25). 

Our wines arrived without delay, 
poured at the outdoor bar near the 
end of the terrace. The Australian shi- 
raz-cab blend was not as full-bodied a 
wine as my friend had hoped, leaving 
him somewhat disappointed in his 
choice. Meanwhile, my cabernet franc 
from the Okanagan had far more 
depth and a great finish, which even- 
tually led me to order a second glass. 


CATERING TO THE after-work crowd, a 
leaflet listing light snacks augmented 
their simple menu. The $19.95 Patio 
Platter of wings, green onion cakes, 
Spring rolls, dry garlic ribs and a soft 
pretzel looked like the perfect dish to 
munch on while sipping martinis and 
making fun of the boss. 

We needed something a bit more 
substantial, however, so we looked 
over the choices on the main carte. | 
Was tempted by the baby green salad 
with raspberry vinaigrette, but chose 
to try a half Caesar salad ($4.95) to 
Start. Entrées came with a choice of 
potato salad, baby greens or steak 
fries, and | elected to go for the grilled 
pork loin with fries ($12.95). My friend 
went with the barbecued sirloin steak 
Sandwich ($13.95) and opted to 
Upgrade his side to a Caesar salad 
($1.50). 

Shortly after placing our order, we 
took advantage of an opportunity to 
table-hop, so we were soon overlook- 
ing the river valley from the coveted 
edge of the patio. From this vantage 
Point, | could inspect the clientele of 
the restaurant as well. I noticed a 
couple of tables of women dressed in 
office attire who appeared to be hav- 


ing a Friday after-work drink. Also 
catching my eye were two or three 
tables of couples enjoying dinner and 
clearly starting the weekend off with a 
relaxing evening out. Most intriguing, 
however, was the 20-something cou- 
ple that was dining while talking on 
cell phones to other people. Very 
romantic. 

After what seemed like a very long 
wait, my salad appeared. It was a 
classic Caesar with huge croutons, 
imitation bacon bits, and fresh Parme- 
san cheese. A squeeze of fresh lemon 
juice added just the right flavour to 
the respectable salad. Unfortunately, I 
was barely one quarter of the way 
through my plate when our entrées 
arrived with the apologies of our serv- 
er. Timing is everything. 


| PUSHED MY SALAD.to the side to 


make room for the main course and 
was presented with an impressive 
plate of grilled pork toppedswith red 
ginger salsa and accompanied by a 
heaping pile of steak fries and grilled 
mixed vegetables. 

The blend of sliced carrots, red pep- 
pers, zucchini, broccoli and asparagus 
was grilled to perfection. The fries 
were big, thick and delectable. The 
ginger salsa surprised me and added a 
flavorful burst to the marinated pork 
chop. That’s something I'll have to 
watch for at the market. 

My friend’s steak was more on the 
medium-well side of the medium he 
had ordered and was served with the 
same vegetable medley and a smat- 
tering of Caesar salad. He said he did- 
n't mind that the steak was overdone, 
but I could tell he was disappointed. 
In the big scheme of things, however, 
it really didn’t matter. We both knew 
we'd find ourselves bragging the next 
day to our friends about this romantic 
hillside haven. 

Between bites of salad, pork and 
fries, | watched the Edmonton Queen 


cruise down the river and pull up to 


the dock. We speculated on whether 
there was a game being played at 
Telus Field. We sipped wine and fol- 
lowed people walking along the river 
valley with their dogs, their children 
and their friends. 

It was a perfect Edmonton evening, 
overlooking what is unquestionably 
one of the city’s finest panoramas.

are some of the most ingeniously con- 
structed and aesthetically pleasing 
lines I have ridden, even compared to 
some of the best trails in the Rockies. 

The only downfall is the length; the 
total vertical accessible is only 75 
metres. Despite this, and true to the 
adage that quantity doesn’t constitute 
quality, the Rabbit Hill crew have suc- 
cessfully maximized the terrain to get 
the most out of the limited space, 
expertly combining engineered stunts 
and fast yet technical single-track into 
each run. 


FOR MY FIRST test run, I chose the 


recently completed “Crossbones.” One 
of the more technically demanding 
runs, Crossbones features steep 
wooden drops, challenging rock gar- 
dens and perfectly manicured berms 
amongst steep sections riddled with 
character-building terrain. 

It may sound like the Rabbit Hill 
Bike Park caters solely to the hardcore 
freerider, but what is most impressive 
about this place is that it was actually 
designed as a destination for the 
whole family. 

Beyond just satisfying the appetite 
of the most advanced racer, the bike 
park is actually designed to offer the 
perfect introduction to the sport. Trail 
planners have constructed a beginner 
trail that allows a new rider to take 
the chair lift to the top and ride right 
down to the bottom, all the while 
gaining confidence on the continual 
skills practice area integrated into the 
run. 

What I found interesting was that 
the trails have been designed to make 
it possible for riders of all ability levels 
to ride in close proximity, despite the 
range in difficulty. Such a design 
allows parents and children to share 
in the experience of mountain biking 
together and solidifies the freeride 
park as a family destination. This is

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just another example of the planning 
and ingenuity that has gone into its 
design. 


THOSE NEW to the sport can even rent 


top of the line Kona full-suspension 
freeride mountain bikes including the 
essential safety gear for under $50 a 
day. This is an exceptional deal con- 
sidering these are very high-end bikes 
that allow the beginner to experience 
the newest technology influencing the 
progression of the sport. It's like 
going to driver training and driving a 
top-of-the-line luxury Mercedes. 
Additionally, new riders or those 
looking to brush up on their riding 
skills can attend a skills improvement 
clinic (group or private lessons) the 
resort offers through its team of sea- 
soned pro riders. This is just one of 
the many lessons, programs and clin- 
ics that the Rabbit Hill Freeride Bike 
Park offers. Cross-country enthusiasts 
will also enjoy the challenge of the 
cross-country trail that incorporates a 
bit of the modern free-ride movement. 


Rabbit Hill, along with developers 
Morrison and Baker, are undeniably 
instrumental in the progression and 
evolution of the sport of mountain 
biking in Edmonton. Morrison points 
out that the increasing popularity of 
this scene is influenced by several 
factors. 

It certainly isn’t coinciden¢e that 
the evolution of the sport and its ath- 
letes has paralleled great advances in 
technology in the current standard of 
high quality mountain bikes. Like the 
great chicken or egg debate, it is 


unclear if it was the technology or the 
talent that prompted the freeride 
movement; however, one thing we 
can be sure of is that it is here to stay. 
Perhaps the greatest factor responsi- 
ble for the current boom in the growth 
of this sport is modern society's 
emphasis on active living and positive 
lifestyle changes. In a time when

young and eager Bernie 
Tomaszewski. His vision was to 
encourage greater consciousness and 
support among Edmontonians for the 
local BMX scene. 

"| didn’t know what I was getting 
into,” Tomaszewski says. “The event 
takes months of preparation. It’s a lot 
of work for just one day.” 

Now 25 and the owner of 1664 
BMX Ltd, Tomaszewski’s teenage 
vision of a BMX competition has 
exploded on the Edmonton BMX 
scene, having grown into the biggest 
in western Canada with over 150 par- 
ticipants each year. 

Prior to 2000, there were virtually 
no skate parks in Edmonton. There 
were some in areas surrounding the 
city, but they weren’t easily accessi- 
ble,” he says. “Edmonton had, and 
continues to have, a great scene. I 
wanted to add more to this scene, and 
give back to the industry that supports 
my lifestyle.” 

Street Justice's growing popularity 
is attracting more and more great 
riders from all over North America, 
such as Mike Aitken and Matt 
Beringer—two infamous pro street 
riders from the BMX community in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, who are com-

“BMX CONSUMES MY LIFE,” comments 
Edmontonian BMX street rider Ren 
Verbeem, 20, who will be competing 
in this year’s event. “I began riding 
six years ago, and I’ve been compet- 
ing in the pro category for three 
years. I love it.” 

Verbeem stumbled upon Street Jus- 
tice when he came across an adver- 
tisement in the newspaper. 

“I checked it out one year just as a 
spectator,” he says. “And I've compet- 
ed every year since.” 

The competition hosts three cate- 
gories: amateur street, pro street, and 
open flatland. The course is arranged 
specially for the event. 

“We use our own park. It’s set up 
strictly for one day, and is arranged 
differently every year,” Tomaszewski 
notes. “This makes it a unique event, 
and this way no one has an advan- 
tage. No one can master the course 
unless they literally do it over night.” 

Verbeem will be a talent to watch 
for in the pro street category, along 
with Aitken and Beringer. Sherwood 
Park's Cory Fester will be the one to 
watch in the open flatland category— 
having placed as high as third in large 


competitions in the United States. 

Flatland tends to attract'a smaller 
field of competitors than street BMX— 
generally only 20 to 30 competitors 
enter the open category versus ov 
100 in the amateur and pro street gal 
egories combined—but despite the 
lack of big air from flatland BMX, 
spectators should still take note, ~ 

“Flatland can be dubbed as the bal- 
let of BMX biking,” Tomaszewski 
jokes. “But if someone were to say 
that, they'd probably get punched.” 

“| don't ride flatland because | don’t 
have the patience,” Verbeem says. 
“Flatland takes lots of skill, time and 
patience [to master the tricks].” 

No matter the category, Street Jus- 
tice is still taking applications and 
there are no age restrictions—having 
hosted riders from as young as seven 
up to 38 years old. Registration fees 
will set any pro rider back $50 and 
any amateur rider $25. 

Cash prizes will be awarded to the 
top three in the pro category, and 
merchandise will be given away as 
prizes for the amateur category. Spe- 
cific categories, such as best trick, will 
receive cash as well as a mobile 
phone. 

As well, every participant will 
receive a grab bag with a retail value 
of $150, containing sponsor products. 

“Some people sign up for the 
competition just for the grab bag,” 
laughs Tomaszewski.

PART OF THE PROBLEM is that the script 
attempts to turn Garfield into some- 
thing he’s not. Garfield has always 
embodied everything that is wrong 
with America: he’s fat, lazy and arro- 
gant, but we love him for it. He was 
the Homer Simpson of the ‘80s. 

Despite this history, the film por- 
trays him as a cute, adorable, song- 
and-dance routine. It simply doesn’t 
gel with scenes that see Garfield’s tell- 
it-like-it-is attitude go from smashing 
priceless artifacts to bouts of break- 
dancing and air guitar. 

Granted, arguing the merits of 
Garfield is ridiculous in and of itself.

usicians often seem to be 
larger than life, but the 
truth is that they’re just 


like you and me. Really, they are. 
When 24-Richard Terfry, better 
known to the world as Buck 65, 
answered my phone call to interview 
him, he was a little preoccupied with 
what is a fairly regular for a vast 
number of us: he had ruined one of 
his paramour's shirts by putting it in 
the dryer when he shouldn't have. 

“This is real depressing,” he said 
of the situation. “It was quite nice, 
all black with lace trim, and she just 
shoved it into a garbage bag.” 

Not one to dwell on tragedy, the 
musician and former baseball 
prospect quickly tured his attention 
to talking about his music. Originally 
marketed as a laid back Canadian 
hip-hop artist, Buck 65 has of late 
been presented as an artist working 
within the folk tradition, both 
because of his lyrical storytelling as 
well as his increasingly organic 
instrumentation.

MOUNT UNIACKE, FOR those who 


were wondering, is the small town 
in Nova Scotia in which Buck 65 
grew up. Due to a dearth of youth in 
the town, he explains, Mount Uni- 
acke contained neither a high school 
nor any examples of the splintering 
of social groups that seems to occur 
around high-school age. 

The lack of cliques made it possi- 
ble for young Buck 65 to absorb a 
variety of different musical styles, 
influences which would coalesce 
into his so-called “Mount Uniacke 
Music.” 

From his cousin Bert's Black Sab- 
bath obsession to his neighbour's 
habit of pretending to conduct an 


orchestra while listening to classical 


music to his first taste of hip hop 
during a school-yard battle rap dur- 
ing recess, Buck 65’s musical touch- 
stones are myriad. In fact, when he 
started to express himself through 
hip hop, Terfry often found his 
somewhat unconventional love for a 
variety of musical styles prohibited 
his growth within the community. 

“Some of the other music had to 
become guilty pleasures—I had to 
keep it to myself a bit,” he explains 
“It never meant a turning of my back 
on anything.” 

Buck 65 doesn’t seem like the 
kind of person to turn his back on 
anything, whether it’s music, peopl¢ 
or places. Though he may have 
moved to Paris, he harbours a so! 
spot for Nova Scotia and continues 
to rap about the people and places 
in and around the province. 

This proclivity is very similar ‘© 
that of our own hometown hip-hop 
hero, Cadence Weapon, who Bucs 
65 has, coincidentally, become ve") 
extited about as late.

“This double album is a great snap- 
shot of the evolution of the Police and 
their career from its more frantic 
beginnings to the contained, focused 
performances of their later career,” 
says Tupper. 

The second set is taken from a 
large arena show performed during 
the Synchronicity tour. Now the Police 
are polished and the trio have evolved 
from angry young men into a perform- 
ance team who could go after the pop 
as well as the rock crowd. 

Considering the two recordings 
were made less than five years apart, it 
gives some perspective on just how 
meteoric the band’s rise was. But, 
maybe, just maybe, Live! shows off 
that the Police still had a bit of those 
punk roots within, as the band chose to 
leave their most famous song, “Every 
Breath You Take,” the smash ballad 
about stalking, off of the Live! set list. 
But, with “Wrapped Around Your Fin- 
ger’ and “King of Pain,” the listener 
still gets two-thirds of Synchronicity's 
Holy Trinity of smash-hit pop ballads. 

Of course, this tour would be the 
Police's last; Sting would go on to 
become a pop star. 

Texas Blood Money, on the other 
hand, have actually enjoyed a career 
longer than the Police.

If there's one time of the year when it’s 
Okay to be totally gay, it's during Edmon- 
ton’s Pride Week Festival. 

Brought to by the letters G, L, B and T, 
Edmonton Pride Week is a 10-day cele- 
bration of all things gay in the city—the 
community, the culture and the accom- 
plishments—organized and executed by 
the dedicated group of volunteers at the 
Edmonton Pride Week Society. 

| spoke to one of the group's directars- 
at-large Troy Funk about how this year's 
theme of “Pride Power” relates to the five 
P's of Pride—the parade, the parties, the 
performances, the presentations and the 
politics—and just exactly what's happen- 
ing during this year's Pride festival. 


THE PARADE 


The Pride Parade, the week's most well 
known and well publicized event, will 
follow the same route as last year, start- 
ing at Jasper and 108 Street and pro- 
ceeding down Jasper Avenue, ending up 
at Churchill Square by way of 99 Street. 

“Last year was the first year that the 
pride parade ended at Churchill Square. 
Everyone really enjoyed being right 
downtown in the brand new, beautiful 
square,” Funk says, “even if it was rain- 
ing the entire time.” 

Mayor Stephen Mandel will marshal 
this year’s parade, and several local 
politicians such as city councillor 
Michael Phair and Liberal MLA Laurie 
Blakeman will also make a appearances. 
Funk says there are even rumours that 
newly elected Conservative MP Laurie 
Hawn may attend the parade to bring 
greetings from his party. 

If you're not content simply standing 
on the curb watching the parade, 
though, HIV Edmonton and Mile Zero 
Dance are welcoming any last-minute 
additions who are interested in partici- 
pating as part of their parade entry, 
“March of the Brides.” They're looking 
for brides of all ages, sizes, types and 
genders to walk with them in the 
parade—the only stipulation being that 
you must wear a white wedding dress. If 
you're interested, you can attend their 
pre-parade rehearsal on Fri, Jun 16 from 
12-1 pm in Churchill Square.

THE PERFORMANCES 

Acts of Pride, a showcase of queer 
music, cabaret, theatre and drag will 
take place on Fri, Jun 23 at the Cité 
Francophone. It was actually Funk who 
Started the event three years ago when 
he joined the EPWS. 

“| basically complained to a lot of 
people that there was a Pride dance, 
there were strippers and karaoke at the 
bar, but there were no other events hap- 
pening during the week that involved 
music, theatre or cabaret,” Funk recalls. 
“That's how Acts of Pride started. We 
also have a silent auction to raise money 
for Pride Week so we can have a bank 
account full for next year to start with.” 

On a different note entirely, sports 
will also be making an appearance dur- 
ing this year's Pride Week. On Sun, Jun 
18 members of the GLBT community will 
be taking on the team from the Edmon- 
ton Police Service in the first Pride Chal- 
lenge Softball Game down at Kinsmen 
Park. The game gets underway at 2 pm 


THE PRESENTATIONS 
In another new addition to the Pride 
Week schedule, Mayor Stephen Mandel 
will be holding a special Pride Brunch on 
Sun, Jun 18. Proceeds from the event go 
directly to the GLBT youth group, Camp 
Firefly. In addition to hosting, Mandel 
will also be giving a speech at the event. 
The next evening, from 5 - 7 pm, 
Edmonton Police Chief Mike Boyd will 
be holding his own Pride Week Recep- 
tion on behalf of the EPS at city hall 
“The new Police Chief, Mike Boyd, 
seems like he’s really going to be out 
there more, and bring more attention to 
things affecting our community,” Funk 
explains. 


THE POLITICS 

What would Pride Week be without poli- 
tics? Last year, Edmonton's Pride cele- 
bration came only a week before the 
Vote to legalize same-sex marriage. Both 
then-Edmonton MP Anne McLellan and 
NDP leader Jack Layton stopped by the 
Pride parade to rally support for the con- 
troversial bill, which would ultimately be 
made into law a month later. 

Although same-sex marriage is now 
legal—something many gays and les- 
bians thought would never happen— 
Stephen Harper and the new 
Conservative government refuse to let 
the issue go, which may have a notice- 
able effect on the mood of Pride Week 

“The whole gay marriage issue has 
brought a lot of welcome attention to 
the community over the past year, but 
now with the Conservative party in 
power, | think it’s time that we bring 
more attention to the fact that, as gays 
and lesbians, we live in the community 
like everyone else, we contribute to 
society like everyone else, we have jobs 
and families,” Funk says. 

“Pride is still a really political state- 
ment, but now | think it’s more about 
generating awareness, keeping in mind 
the struggles of the past but still contin- 
uing to march on.”

DEAR ANDREA: 
About getting past my gag reflex while 
giving blowjobs: | have no idea what's the 
best way to practice this. I've tried 
bananas, but honestly, that was just weird. 
! never bothered trying to deep throat 
my ex because he was happy with a 
hand-job. The new boyfriend has 
expressed much interest in it, and | think 
trying to deep throat without practice first 
would be really awful. Any books on this? 
Recommended dildos? Anything? 
LOVE, WILLING BUT WORRIED 


DEAR WILL: 

First, let's get our terms straight: are you 
conflating the standard-issue blowjob 
with the extreme sport called “deep 
throating,” (taking the penis all the way 
into the throat), or has the boyfriend 
specifically requested the latter? 

Deep throating has long had its place in 
the lexicon, but it has not and ought not 
replace blowjob, giving head or going down 
on. They are not at all the same thing. 

If all you two are interested in is 
mouth-penis contact, you shouldn't need 
a textbook or a night of, you should par- 
don the expression, “cramming.” You can 
practice a bit with nothing fancier or 
more banana-flavoured than your own 
finger or a popsicle stick, just to deter- 
mine how far back you can tolerate an 


oral foreign body before you need to 
expel it or back away from it. It does get 
easier with practice. 

Once you graduate to the real thing, 
you will find that the more contro! you 
take over the process (you do the Moving, 
he just lies there being happy he has a 
penis), the less gaggy you will feel.

“aah.” You may find, in time, that you 
really can control your gag reflex. fhe 
feedback provided by a real live 
boyfriend, though, in the form of appre- 
Ciative gasps and groans, is a motivator 
the likes of which mere plastic, no matter 
how colourful, will never achieve 

Faking it with inanimate objects will 
only get you so far; if you really want to 
learn you're going to have to try it on the 
real thing. | don’t know your boyfriend but 
| bet he'd be game for a little experimen- 
tation. Just make sure that the session is 
approached as an experiment, and that 
Neither of you brings to it unrealistic 
expectations of immediate, spectacular 
success. Nobody's born knowing how to 
do this sort of thing. 

If you two get this far and wish to—oh, 
heck, there's no better way to put this—go 
a little deeper, there is good information to 
be found in instructional videos/DVDs like 
the ones Nina Hartley puts out, or books 
such as Violet Blue’s The Ultimate Guide to 
Fellatio, which contains nifty tips like how 
to keep your lipstick perfect throughout, as 
well as, yes, bona fide deep-throating tech- 
niques, if that’s really what you wanted, 

One last word of warning: yes, thet? 
can be a somewhat unpleasant surprise 
at the end of a successful blow job 
Inform him that he is responsible for early 
warning and withdrawal, no “whoopsies” 
allowed. This probably ought to be con- 
sidered non-negotiable at the beginning, 
subject to later review.
